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EXTREMELY  RARE  CONFEDERATE  COINS 

NOTE:  The  following  lots  of  Confederate  coins  comprise  the  most  comprehen- 
sive listing  ever  offered  at  Public  Auction.  They  are  as  follows:  The 
Confederate  Cent  in  Gold,  in  Silver,  and  in  Copper,  the  'Restrike  Half 
Dollar,  the  1861  ‘ 0 ’ obverse  die  break  Half  Dollar. 

The  origin  of  the  Confederate  Cent  is  so  f^lll  of  human  interest  that 
the  story  is  always  interesting  and  ivill  bear  repetition  occasionally  as 
new  collectors  come  into  the  f ield.  It  was  told  by  Capt.  John  W.  Hasel- 
tine,  an  old  time  coin  dealer  in  Philadelphia  at  the  convention  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  in  that  city  in  1908.  It  is  reprinted 
here,  exactly  as  it  appears  in  the  August,  1942  issue  of  the  Numismatist. 
Captain  Haseltine  said: 

“I  have  been  asked  to  say  something  about  the  so-called  Confed- 
erate cent.  A little  circular  issued  by  myself  and  Mr.  Bandall  some  years 
ago  tells  all  the  history  of  the  striking  of  those  pieces,  but  I do  not 
think  it  mentioned  how  I obtained  the  dies.  One  day  I was  told  by  a 
gentleman  that  a bartender  in  West  Philadelphia  had  a Confederate  cent. 
I doubted  it.  Mr.  J.  Colvin  Randall  (now  deceased)  teas  told  the  same. 
He  conferred  with  me  in  reference  to  it  and  we  decided  that  if  either  of 
us  obtained  it  we  ^voiild  share  any  profit  that  would  accrue  from  it.  I 
saw  the  bartender  and  purchased  the  coin  from  him.  It  teas  in  nickel 
and  he  said  he  received  it  over  the  bar.  I knew  by  the  head  on  the 
obverse  it  was  Mr.  Lovett’s  work.  I called  on  Mr.  Lovett,  and  he  denied 
ever  having  made  the  dies.  Numeroxis  times  I called  to  induce  him  to  give 
me  some  information  about  them,  but  he  always  stuck  to  this  story  that 
he  did  not  make  them  iintil  one  day,  wtten  he  became  a little  careless, 
he  pulled  out  a drawer  in  one  of  his  cabinets  and  I beheld  a lime  of  little 
Confederate  cents.  Of  course,  I (juestioned  him  at  once,  and  he  then 
owned  up  and  told  me  that  he  had  eleven  of  them,  but  formerly  there 
were  twelve,  he  having  lost  one.  He  said  he  received  the  order  to  make 
them  for  the  Confederacy  through  a well-known  jewelry  firm  in  Phila- 
delphia and  that  his  wife  became  timid  about  his  delivering  them  for 
fear  the  United  States  Government  might  arrest  him-  for  giving  assist- 
ance to  the  enemy,  so  he  was  afraid  to  show  them.  I purchased  the  dies 
from  him  and  as  you  all  probably  know,  did  not  strike  any  in  nickel,  con- 
sidering them  to  a certain  degree  as  originals,  but  we  had  three  struck 
in  gold,  and  I believe  five  in  silver,  and  fifty-five  in  copper,  the  die 
breaking  on  the  fifty-ninth  piece,  which  is  in  existence  showing  the 
break  in  the  die.” 

Further  research  shows  that  he  erred  in  the  figures  verbally  given 
at  that  convention.  The  brochure  prepared  by  J.  Colvin  Randall  and 
Captain  Haseltine  indicates  that  7 were  struck  in  Gold,  12  in  Silver, 
and  55  in  Copper. 

There  are  perhaps  only  2 specimens  in  Gold,  4 in  Silver,  and  40  Cop- 
per specimens  in  private  collections ; the  balance  is  either  in  Museums 
or  lost.
